1 . The Amendment After Final submitted on February 3, 2003 will not be entered for 
the reasons given in the summary page of the Advisory Action, Furthermore, excising 
the recitation of a pectate lyase produced by Bacillus agaradhaerens does not put the 
claims in condition for allowance because Herbots et al, clearly teach a pectate lyase 
produced by the Erwinia species. Applicants have not provided any additional data or 
showing of unexpected or unobvious results to overcome the rejection of record as 
recited in paper no. 9. All the arguments presented in response to the Final rejection are 
presented in the light of amended claim 1 which has not been entered for the reasons 
given above, and thus, the arguments are rendered moot.
